Detectives James Ponsford and Michael Modica who were monitoring the information 
being given over the radio, decided that they would respond tofWilmington 
Avenue. Upon their arrival, they saw Albert Jackson walk out to the sidewalk , look in 
their direction and immediately walk back into the apartment complex. They noticed 
Jackson matched the description of one of the individuals described in the radio call 
and attempted to contact him. Jackson fled. Ponsford and Modica pursued Jackson 
all the way around the apartment complex, and then back towards Wilmington Avenue.

As they pursued Jackson, Detective Ponsford saw Jackson holding a blue steel 
handgun in his left hand, while using his right hand to hold up his pants. Ponsford 
advised assisting units over L-TAC frequency that Jackson was armed with a handgun 
and running west toward Wilmington Avenue. When Jackson, who was still holding 
the handgun, reached Wilmington Avenue, he began running northbound on the east 
sidewalk. Jackson then turned and ran east down the driveway of the apartment 
complex at imington Avenue. 


Deputies anc Vallozzi arrived at the entrance to the driveway of ii 
Wilmington venue. ook a position on the north side of the driveway and 


Vallozzi took up a position on the south side of the driveway. Both deputies saw 
Jackson holding the handgun in his right hand. They ordered Jackson to stop, drop 
the gun and get on the ground. Jackson turned to his right and pointed a handgun at 
both deputies. Deputies iJe Vallozzi fearing for their life and the life of their 
partner, fired their weapons at Jackson. Deputy| ired two rounds and Deputy 
Vallozzi fired seven to nine rounds. Jackson turned away and continued running until 
he disappeared out of sight down the darkened driveway. 


When additional units arrived, they began to search for Jackson down the darkened 
driveway. They saw Jackson’s foot protruding around the corner of the last apartment 
at the end of the driveway. Jackson was subsequently arrested and transported to 
Saint Francis Hospital where he was treated for a through and through gunshot wound 
to his right shoulder. No deputies were injured. A search for the Jackson’s weapon 
met with negative results. 


On June 16, 2008, Deputy District Attorney Sean Hassett issued a Letter of Opinion 
regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In his review of the shooting, D.D.A. 
Hassett deemed Deputies|Jand Vallozziy acted lawfully in self-defense of others.

Deputy Employee as interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Jim Gates land David Casti on October 25, 2007, at about 0450 
hours. Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Irma Chevalier of Internal Affairs Bureau 
interviewed him on December 11, 2008, at about 1021 hours. The following is a 
summary of both interviews. 


Deputy’ said he and his partner Deputy Vallozzi were working [iP v's when 
they heard a radio call go out. He said the call stated approximately six male blacks 
were standing in the area of El Segundo Boulevard and Wilmington Avenue. The call 


stated three of the males had guns. Deputy aid unit 216E PM's 

(Deputies Anderson & Guillen) were assigned to Nandle the call. He said they were 
responding from the north end of the area and requested they| check the area 
for the males and to advise them of the outcome. Deputy| said they drove north 


on Wilmington Avenue from El Segundo Boulevard and accidentally passed the 
location. Realizing they passed the location, they had to drive to 126" Street and 
make a U-turn because the street has a center median. He said they proceeded to 
drive south on Wilmington Avenue in the number one lane. 
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Deputy EE stated Detectives Ponsford and Modica were first to arrive on scene. 
He said they parked their unit south of ilmington Avenue. Deput' 

stated as they were driving south on Wilmington Avenue, they heard Detective 
Ponsford on the L-TAC frequency. Detective Ponsford put out radio traffic stating a 
male black was armed with a gun, running north on Wilmington Avenue from 
Ponsford said the male was wearing a white shirt and blue jeans. Deputy said 
as they drove south on Wilmington Avenue, he began scanning to the right looking for 
the suspect. He said he was the book man and Deputy Vallozzi was the driver. He 
said as he was looking for the suspect, his partner told him “Hey, there he comes right 
here.” and pointed out toward the east sidewalk. Dep. c he saw a male 
black, white shirt, blue jeans. He said the male had a gun in his right hand. He said 
the male was running north on Wilmington Avenue and saw Detective Ponsford 
chasing after him. Deputy B =ta tec the situation was evolving rapidly, and was 
unable to put out radio traffic prior to exiting their patrol car. 


Deputy sai they exited their patrol car, which they had parked in the number 
one southbound lane of Wilmington Avenue. He said they were just north of 
Wilmington Avenue. He said they proceeded to run east across the northbound lanes 
of Wilmington Avenue. Depu said it appeared as if the suspect had not 
noticed them yet, because there was some northbound traffic. Deputy aia he 
and Deputy Vallozzi had their weapons out and proceeded to give the suspect verbal 
commands, while they were in between the number one and two northbound lanes of 
Wilmington Avenue. He said they told the suspect to put the gun down and to stop 
multiple times, but he refused to comply and continued to run. Deputy EE as 
the suspect reached the driveway of ilmington Avenue, he th d right to 
go east down the driveway of ilmington Avenue. 


Deputy 2c he was north of the driveway and Deputy Vallozzi was south of his 
location, when the suspect went east down the driveway ot BE irin oton Avenue. 
He said he was aware of where Deputy Vallozzi was during the entire incident. He 
said he initially saw Detective Ponsford chasing the suspect, but was primarily focused 
on the suspect and Deputy Vallozzi’s location. Dopu M == EE rinton 
Avenue is a triplex. He said the suspect was illuminated by the porch light of the 
second residence. 


Deputy said as the suspect ran east down the driveway, he suddenly turned to 
his body to the left, raising his right arm, and pointed a handgun in their direction. 
Deputy said he was in fear for his and Deputy Vallozzl's life, so he fired two 
rounds from his duty weapon. Deputy BEE- matec the distance from the suspect 
to be approximately twenty-five to thirty feet at the time of the shooting. 
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Deputy said he was unable to see his backdrop during the shooting because of 
the darkness. He stated the suspect continued running east out of sight. He said he 
thought he had struck the suspect with his rounds. He said Detective Ponsford put out 
emergent radio traffic advising that there had been a deputy involved shooting. 


Deputy] stated he did not see or hear Deputy Vallozzi fire his weapon during the 
incident, because he was focused on the suspect during the shooting. He said 
additional units arrived. He said they could see a foot protruding from the rear of the 
location, on the north side. He said they yelled out to the suspect four to five times 
asking him if he had been shot. He said the suspect responded after the fifth time 
telling them that he had been hit. He said they requested fire respond to their location 
due to the suspect being injured. Deputy said an arrest team was organized 
and the suspect was taken into custody without incident. He said the suspect was 
treated on scene and transported to the hospital. The interview was concluded.

Deputy Vallozzi 

said they were driving north on Wilmington Avenue, when he noticed he had passed 
Wilmington Avenue. He said he continued north until he got to 126" Street and 

made a U-turn. He said as they are driving south on Wilmington Avenue in the 

number one lane, he started to drive slowly.

Deputy Vallozzi said he heard Detective Ponsford (Unit 821 Paul 5) on L-TAC stating 
he had a male black with a gun running from the apartment complex at 

Wilmington Avenue. Ponsford said the male was running west towards Wilmington 
Avenue. Deputy Vallozzi said immediately after Ponsford put out the information, he 
looked out the drivers’s side door and saw a male black emerge from the driveway of 
the apartment complex at [Wilmington Avenue. He said the male was running 
west then immediately started running north on Wilmington Avenue on the east 
sidewalk. He said he alerted Deputy hat the suspect was running north. 
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Deputy Vallozzi said he immediately put the car in park, in the number one northbound 
lane of Wilmington Avenue. He said they both exited the patrol car. He said when 
they initially saw the suspect running , he was approximately forty to fifty feet away 
from them. He described the suspect as a male black, corn rows, white shirt. He said 
the suspect had a firearm in his right hand. He said they started running in a 
southeast direction. He said they both had their weapons out. Deputy Vallozzi stated 
they started to give him verbal commands. He said they told the suspect to stop, to 
get on the ground and to drop the gun. He said they were approximately thirty feet 
away from the suspect as they gave him the verbal commands. 


Deputy Vallozzi said the suspect failed to comply to their verbal commands. He said 
the suspect just looked at them, then immediately ran east down the driveway at 

Wilmington Avenue. He said they ran to the mouth of the driveway oi 
Wilmington Avenue. He said Deputi: 0« up a position on the north side of the 
driveway. He said he started to run and take up a position on the south side of the 
driveway. He said he thought he was a little more off-set and north of the south side of 
the driveway. He said they again ordered the suspect to drop the firearm, stop running 
and to get on the ground. Deputy Vallozzi said they were approximately twenty-five to 
thirty feet away from the suspect at this point. He said the suspect again failed to 
comply to their verbal commands. He said the suspect suddenly turned his body to the 
right, then pointed the firearm, which he had in his right hand in their direction. Deputy 
Vallozzi said fearing for his and his partner’s life, he fired seven to nine rounds at the 
suspect from his duty weapon. He said the suspect continued running east out of 
sight. He said while he fired his weapon, he was aware of the apartment complex 
being to the north of his location. 


Deputy Vallozzi said after he fired the seven to nine rounds, he did a tactical reload in 
the event the suspect engaged them again. He said he wanted to have a full 
magazine. Deputy Vallozzi said after the shooting, Detective Ponsford put out 
emergent radio traffic. He said after a couple of minutes, they could see one of the 
suspect’s feet protruding from the rear of the driveway on the north side. He said 
additional units arrived on scene and an arrest team was formulated. He said the 
suspect was taken into custody without incident.

He told investigators he 
was drinking and smoking while in the front yard. He said prior to the shooting, 
Sheriff's Deputies arrived regarding females fighting at the location. Suspect Jackson 
told investigators he did not recall any male on a motorcycle and denied ever showing 
a handgun to this individual. Suspect Jackson said the deputies left after about ten 
minutes. 


Suspect Jackson told investigators on Wednesday, tay 2007, he was in the 


Suspect Jackson told investigators when the deputies returned he was coming out of 
an apartment at the complex, located a Viimington Avenue. He told 
investigators he ran from the deputies. He said while he was running down the 
driveway, he heard deputies say, “Freeze, drop the gun”. He told investigators when 
he heard the deputies command, he raised up his hands, then lowered his hands and 
continued to run. He told investigators at that point he was shot. 


Suspect Jackson told investigators he ran because he believed he had warrants. 
Jackson said he ran to the rear of the apartment complex located at [Witmington 
Avenue, then west through a driveway. He told investigators when he reached 
Wilmington Avenue, he began to run northbound. Jackson said when he started to run 
northbound on Wilmington Avenue, he saw two Deputy Sheriff's. He said when he 
began to run east down the driveway at ne heard the deputies say “Freeze”. 
He told investigators he heard gunshots when he was almost to the rear of the 
driveway. Suspect Jackson told investigators he heard approximately ten gunshots. 
He believes one of the last gunshots struck him. He said after being hit by the 
gunshot, he laid on the ground on the north portion of the driveway. Suspect Jackson 
said after he realized he had been shot, he yelled to the deputies and told them he had 
been hit. Jackson told investigators he never had a gun in his possession. The 
interview was concluded.

INVOLVED DEPUTY WITNESSES: 


Deputy James Ponsford, Employee E wes interviewed October 25, 2007, by 
Homicide Investigators Gates and Castillo. Sergeant Marshall Baird of Internal Affairs 
Bureau was also present. Detective Ponsford said he and his partner Detective 
Michael Modica were assigned to the night Detective Bureau car. He said they heard 
one of the units receive a radio call involving several males with weapons. The 
location was in the area of Wilmington Avenue and El Segundo Boulevard. He said 
they decided to respond since they were only about a mile away. 
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Deputy Ponsford said once they had three to four units behind them, they decided to 
drive to the location. He said the handling unit responded to 124" & Wilmington 
Avenue in an attempt to contact the reporting party. Deputy Ponsford said they parked 
their unit south of EEE irmington Avenue behind a commercial truck. He said this 
gave them concealment from the north. He said they waited and monitored the L-TAC 
radio frequency. He said the handling unit was having difficulty locating the informant. 
Deputy Ponsford said while they are waiting, they saw a male black on foot and 
another male black in a wheelchair. He said the males were in front of 

Wilmington Avenue. 


Deputy Ponsford said they saw the male on foot walk west and it appeared that he 
noticed them. He said the male then made an about face. He said they decided to 
contact him thinking he could possibly be involved, or that he may have seen 
something. He said they went over to the walkway and told the male to walk toward 
their location. He told investigators the suspect ignored their commands and 
proceeded to walk eastbound towards the southeast corner of the apartments. Deputy 
Ponsford said they moved faster in order to close their distance on the suspect. He 
said the suspect then moved even faster. Ponsford said the suspect was aware that 
they were behind him, because the suspect looked back a couple of times. He said 
the suspect was walking at a fast pace, but was still not running. Ponsford told 
investigators the suspect’s actions alerted them even more. He said he told Detective 
Modica that this might be their guy (suspect). 


Deputy Ponsford told investigators when the suspect reached the rear corner of the 
apartment complex, he took off running and they lost sight of the suspect. He said 
when they reached the corner, they made sure to clear the area because they did not 
want to get ambushed. He said they had their weapons out. Ponsford said they 
cleared the area as they moved north through the parking area of the apartment 
complex. He said as they were clearing the area, they heard the sound of feet 
running. He said they knew the suspect was not east of them, because they had 
cleared that area. He said he believed the suspect was running west. He said he 
looked around the corner of the northeast portion of the apartment complex and saw 
the suspect running west. Ponsford told investigators he gave chase because he did 
not want to lose sight of the suspect. He said the suspect had a gun in his left hand as 
he ran. He said the suspect was holding his pants up with his right hand as he ran. 


Deputy Ponsford said he put out over L-TAC that the suspect with the gun was running 
westbound towards Wilmington Avenue. He said he gave a brief description, male 
black, white t-shirt, blue long pants. Deputy Ponsford said he continued to broadcast 
the direction of the suspect as the suspect arrived at the sidewalk and proceeded in a 
north direction. Deputy Ponsford said as he arrived at the sidewalk, he stopped, due 
to he knowing that deputies were north of his location and if a shooting were to occur, 
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he would be in the direct line of fire. He remained at the sidewalk and continued to 
observe the suspect as he proceeded north on the sidewalk, then turned east into the 
driveway of the apartment complex located a iimington Avenue. 


Deputy Ponsford told investigators he proceeded toward [Wilmington Avenue, 
when he saw Deputie sB Vallozzi arrive at the driveway entrance. He said 
Deputy took up a position on the north side of the driveway and Deputy Vallozzi 
took up a position on the south side of the driveway. He said he saw Deputy Vallozzi 
fire his weapon several times in a east direction in the driveway. He said he saw 

Der ll two to three rounds in the same direction. Deputy Ponsford said he 
got on the working frequency (Dispatch 4) and advised that a deputy involved shooting 
had occurred at the location and that the suspect was still outstanding. 


Deputy Ponsford told investigators once additional units arrived, they organized an 
arrest team and took the suspect into custody. He told investigators that Deputy 
Modica was behind him while they chased the suspect to the sidewalk. He said he told 
Deputy Modica to stay in the driveway in the event the suspect decided to double back 
on them. He concluded by saying the suspect was treated on scene, then transported 
to the hospital.

Deputy Michael Modica, Employee E sic he and his partner, Deputy 
Ponsford, monitored a radio call of several males with firearms in the area of 
Wilmington Avenue and El Segundo Boulevard. He said they responded to the call 
and staged on Wilmington Avenue, north of El Segundo Boulevard. He told 
investigators while they were at the location, they were advised that the males were 
last seen walking into the apartment complex Wilmington Avenue). Deputy 
Modica said he and his partner took up a position by the vacant field, south of the 
apartment complex. He said from this position, they could observe the apartment 
complex without being seen. 


He told investigators as they remained in their position, they heard over the radio that 
the person or persons with the guns were last seen entering the apartment complex. 
Deputy Modica said he saw a male standing at the gate, which accesses the 
apartment complex from Wilmington Avenue, proceed into the apartment complex. He 
told investigators he also saw a male in a wheelchair inside the gate and in front of the 
apartment building. He said the male walking to the apartment complex matched the 
description of the male with the gun. He stated the male walked to the stairwell 
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accessing the second story of the park complex and appeared to hide or conceal 
himself. 


Deputy Modica told investigators that, based on what he and his partner had seen, 
they exited their vehicle, advised over L-TAC frequency on his radio that they had seen 
a male who matched the description of the person with the gun enter the apartment 
complex. He advised they were going to attempt to contact the male. 


Deputy Modica said he and Deputy Ponsford entered the gate in front of the apartment 
complex and proceeded along the south side of the apartment building and saw the 
male walking east toward the rear of the apartment complex. Deputy Modica said he 
shouted for the male to stop and saw the male look back in his direction, then, then 
with both hands, reached for his waistband in front of his body and proceed to rapidly 
walk toward the rear of the complex. 


Deputy Modica told investigators he and his partner followed the male to the east side 
of the apartment complex, then in a north direction to the north side of the apartment 
building. Deputy Modica said prior to entering the area on the east side of the 
apartment building, Deputy Ponsford took up a tactical position at the southeast corner 
of the apartment building and carefully cleared the area on the east side of the building 
prior to he and Deputy Ponsford entering the area. He told investigators they repeated 
this tactical exercise as they arrived at the north side of the building. The reason for 
this, was to assure themselves that the male had not concealed himself in the area 
and they were not walking into an ambush. 


Deputy Modica said he and his partner arrived on the north side of the apartment 
building at EE itmington Avenue, and saw the male running in a west direction 
toward Wilmington Avenue. Deputy Modica described the area on the north side of 
the apartment structure as a large driveway which is utilized by the residents 
of the apartment building at ilmington Avenue and the apartment building at 

ilmington Avenue. He told investigators there were three vehicles parked in 
the center of the driveway and recalled one of the vehicles being a Jeep Cherokee or 
similar type vehicle. He said it was this vehicle, where he saw the male remove a 
small handgun and hold it in his left hand as he continued to run toward Wilmington 
Avenue. 


Deputy Modica told investigators as he and his partner were pursuing the male, he saw 
Deputy Ponsford broadcasting their location and the location of the male over his 
handheld radio. He said he also provided the information over his radio, on the L-TAC 
frequency, in case Deputy Ponsford was on a different frequency. He said Deputy 
Ponsford was approximately ten feet in front of him during the pursuit of the male. He 
said he also advised units of the direction of the suspect and to cordon off the area. 
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Deputy Modica said as they continued to pursue the male, he saw the male run 
northbound on the sidewalk paralleling the apartment complex and tum east into the 
driveway of the apartment complex cE into Avenue, which is the next 
apartment complex north et Imington Avenue. Deputy Modica said he saw 
two additional deputies arrive at the front offWilmington Avenue. He told 
investigators he changed direction, due to the fact that Deputy Ponsford was traveling 
in the direction of the two deputies, and feeling that if the suspect decided to jump a 
fence and return to the apartment complex that he had fled from, he would intercept 
the suspect by taking a position in the middle of the driveway of the apartment complex 
ee the suspect did this. Deputy Modica said he turned to position himself in 
the middle of the driveway and heard approximately 6-10 shots coming from where he 
had seen the deputies. He said he heard Deputy Ponsford broadcast over the radio 
that the suspect was now traveling east in the driveway of SW itmington Avenue. 


Deputy Modica told investigators he continued his containment in the driveway until he 
was relieved by additional personnel. He said he proceeded to the front of the 
apartment complex ai minion Avenue and saw the feet of the suspect 
protruding onto the driveway. He told investigators the suspect was given several 
commands to show his hands. He said an arrest team took the suspect into custody. 
Deputy Modica said the suspect was treated at the location and transported to the 
hospital. 


Deputy Modica told investigators the person taken into custody, was the same person 
they had pursued from the apartment complex atiii imington Avenue. The 
interview was concluded at this point.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office has completed its review of the October 24, 2007, non-fatal shooting of Albert 


Jackson by Los Angeles County Sheriff s depot AM Alexander Vallozzi. 
We have determined that Deputies Ahn Vallozzi acted lawfully in self-defense and 


the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD) Homicide Bureau, submitted to this office on March 18, 2008, by 
Detectives David Castillo and Jim Gates. No compelled statements were considered. 
The District Attorney Command Center was notified of this shooting at 12:17 a.m. on 
October 25, 2007. The District Attorney Response Team, consisting of Deputy District 
Attorney Sean Hassett and District Attorney Senior | 
responded to the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the 
incident and a “walk through” of the scene by Lieutenant Larry Lincoln.

At the time of this incident, Albert Jackson was 21 years old, 5°8, with braided hair, slight facial hai 
wearing a white t-shirt and blue jean shorts. After the incident, investigators were unable to locat to 
make a formal identification. 
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Detective Ponsford stated he and his partner, Detective Modica, responded to a radio call 
indicating there were approximately six males, several of whom were in possession of 
handguns. When they arrived at the apartment complex at EP imington Avenue, 
they observed Albert Jackson walk out to the sidewalk, look in their direction and 
immediately walk back into the apartment complex. They noticed Jackson matched the 
description of one of the individuals described in the radio call and attempted to contact 
him. Jackson fled. Ponsford and Modica pursued Jackson all the way around the 
apartment complex, and then back towards Wilmington Avenue. 


As they pursued Jackson, Detective Ponsford observed Jackson holding a blue steel 
handgun in his left hand, while using his right hand to hold up his pants. Ponsford 
advised assisting units over the “L-Tac” frequency that Jackson was armed with a 
handgun and running west toward Wilmington Avenue. When Jackson, who was still 
holding the handgun, reached Wilmington Avenue, he began running northbound on the 
east sidewalk. Jackson then turned and ran east down the driveway of the apartment 
complex iv ilmington Avenue. 


Detective Ponsford observed Deputies and Vallozzi arrive at the entrance to the 
driveway of iv ilmington Avenue. ‘ook a position on the north side of the 
driveway and Vallozzi took up a position on the south side of the driveway. Ponsford 
observed Vallozzi fire several rounds in an eastward direction down the driveway. 
Ponsford also observed fire two to three rounds in the same direction. When 
Ponsford reached the driveway off Vilmington Avenue, he noticed the area was 
very dark and he could not see Jackson. Ponsford notified Dispatch that a deputy 
involved shooting had occurred and the suspect was still outstanding. 


When additional LASD personnel arrived, Detectives Ponsford and Modica, along with 
Deputies: and Vallozzi, utilized their flashlights to illuminate the driveway at the 
rear of the apartment complex.’ Ponsford observed Jackson’s feet protruding around the 
corner of the last apartment at the end of the driveway. They held Jackson at gunpoint 
until assisting deputies handcuffed and arrested Jackson. Ponsford asked Jackson why he 
ran, Jackson responded that he ran because he had warrants. Ponsford told Jackson that 
he did not run because he had warrants. Jackson did not reply. Ponsford observed that 
Jackson had been shot. 


Detective Modica stated that as he was pursuing Jackson back towards Wilmington 
Avenue, he observed Jackson remove a small handgun from his waistband area. Jackson 
held the gun in his left hand, as he continued to run toward Wilmington Avenue. Modica 
broadcast this information over his hand-held radio. Modica, fearing Jackson might try 
to jump a fence and return, took up a position of containment in the middle of the 
driveway at HEE Vilmington Avenue. Modica then heard approximately six to ten 
gunshots.

Deputy Alexander Vallozzi stated that he and his partner, Deput 

monitored a radio call of six males, three possibly armed with guns, near the corner of El 
Segundo Boulevard and Wilmington Avenue. They drove their marked police vehicle 
north on Wilmington Avenue to 126" Street, where they attempted to make contact with 
the 911 caller. When they reached 126" Street, they received updated information that 
the caller was now at 124"" Street. They made a U-turn and were driving south on 
Wilmington Avenue, when they monitored a radio broadcast from Detective Ponsford 
that a male, armed with a handgun, was running westbound through an apartment 
complex towards Wilmington Avenue. Simultaneously, Vallozzi observed Albert 
Jackson run out of the apartment complex afffVilmington Avenue. 


Jackson began to run northbound on the east sidewalk of Wilmington Avenue. Deputy 
Vallozzi observed that Jackson was holding a handgun in his right hand. Vallozzi 
stopped their patrol vehicle, and he and Deputy ran across northbound Wilmington 
Avenue towards Jackson. They ordered Jackson to stop, drop the gun and get on the 
ground. Jackson looked in their direction and alc an A to run eastbound down 


the driveway at i Vallozzi and ran to the entrance of 


the driveway and Vallozzi again ordered Jackson to stop, drop his gun and get on the 
ground, 


Deputies Vallozzi on approximately 25 to 30 feet away from Jackson when 
Jackson turned his right shoulder and pointed a handgun at them. Vallozzi, fearing for 
his life and the life of his partner, fired his weapon seven to nine times at Jackson. 
Jackson continued running eastbound down the apartment driveway out of sight. 
Vallozzi did not know if Jackson had been struck by gunfire. 


Deputies Vallozzi E maintained their position at the entrance, riveway. 
With the arrival of additional LASD personnel, Deputies Vallozzi an along with 
Detectives Ponsford and Modica, began moving down the driveway, using their 
flashlights for illumination. Vallozzi observed the “profile of a shoe” sticking out from 


the north area of the apartment driveway. They illuminated the shoe with their flashlights 
and observed it was Jackson lying on the driveway. ` 


Deputy n A he and his partner, Deputy Alexander Vallozzi, monitored a 
radio call of several males with guns at El Segundo Boulevard and Wilmington Avenue. 
They responded, driving north on Wilmington Avenue to 126" Street, when they 
received updated information that the 911 caller was now at 124" Street and Wilmington 
Avenue. They made a U-turn and began traveling south on Wilmington Avenue, when 
they received additional information that the suspect, wearing a white shirt and blue 
jeans, was armed with a handgun and running north on Wilmington Avenue. 


Deputy Vallozzi advised! hat he saw the suspect running on the east side of 
Wilmington Avenue] directed his attention to the east side of Wilmington 


* Deputy Vallozzi described Jackson’s weapon as a black semiautomatic handgun. 
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Avenue and observed Albert Jackson running northbound towards them could 
“clearly” see Jackson was holding a handgun in his right hand. and Vallozzi 
exited their vehicle and began to advance towards Jackson. rdered Jackson to 
stop and put his gun down. Jackson turned and began to run eastbound down the 
driveway of the apartment complex located at Wilmington. 


Deput as approximately twenty five feet from Jackson, when Jackson turned 
and pointed a handgun at him. Fearing for his life and the life of his partner, 
stopped running and fired two rounds at Jackson. Jackson turned away from| and 


continued running until he disappeared out of sight down the darkened apartment 
driveway Kia not believe Jackson had been struck by their gunfire. 


When additional LASD personnel arrived, Deputies} land Vallozzi, along with 
Detectives Ponsford and Modica, began to search for Jackson down the darkened 
driveway Bsc: vci Jackson’s foot protruding around the corner of the last 
apartment at the end of the driveway. Jackson was eventually taken into custody. 
Jackson stated that he had been shot. 


At approximately 11:45 p.m., paramedic engine 41 responded to the scene. Jackson was 
treated for a gunshot wound to his right shoulder and was transported to St. Francis 
Hospital for additional medical attention. No other deputies or persons were injured. 


Jackson’s weapon was never recovered. 


Albert Jackson stated he was drinking and smoking with five other individuals in the 
front yard area of the apartment complex located a mizto Avenue, when a 
disturbance involving some “females” occurred. Sheriff s deputies arrived, sorted out the 
disturbance and left. Approximately five to ten minutes later, Jackson observed 
additional deputies return to the complex. Jackson ran away from the deputies, because 
he believed he had warrants. 


Jackson stated he ran to the rear of the apartment complex, then west down the driveway 
to Wilmington Avenue. When he reached Wilmington Avenue, he ran north until he 
observed two more deputies. He then ran east down the driveway of the apartment 
complex As he was running down the driveway, he heard 
the deputies say, “Freeze! Drop the gun.” When he heard the deputies’ commands, he 
raised his hands, then lowered them and continued to run. At that point he heard “close 


to ten shots.” He believes one of the last gunshots struck him. After being hit by the 
gunshot, he laid on the ground at the end of the driveway. 


Jackson denied he ever possessed a handgun. Jackson believed the deputies who shot at 
him thought he had a gun, because they yelled for him to, “Drop the gun.” Jackson stated 
he never displayed a handgun to anyone on a motorcycle.

On October 29, 2007, in case number TA093570, Albert Jackson was charged with 
Assault with a Deadly Weapon in violation of Penal Code Section 245(a)(1), Resisting 
Executive Officer in violation of Penal code Section 69, and Unlawful Firearm Activity 
in violation of Penal Code Section 12021(d)(1). Jackson pled no contest to one count of 
Penal Code Section 41 7(c), drawing or exhibiting a firearm in the immediate presence of 
a peace officer, and is awaiting sentencing on June 19, 2008. 


CONCLUSION 


Pursuant to California law, a person is justified in using deadly force in self-defense 
when that person reasonably believes that he or she is in imminent danger of being killed 
or suffering great bodily injury and that the use of deadly force is necessary to protect 
against that danger. Judicial Council of California Criminal Jury Instructions 
(CALCRIM) 505. People v. Williams, (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731. 


The “reasonableness” of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of 
a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The 
calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often 
forced to make split-second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and 
rapidly evolving — about the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. 
Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397. 


The evidence examined in this investigation indicates that on October 24, 2007, Albert 
Jackson exhibited a firearm to Shortly thereafter, Jackson simulated 
shooting When| ailed to immediately flee, Jackson retrieved a 


handgun from his pocket and advanced on Fearing for his life fed and 
called 911. 


Responding CO OOGG 911 call, Deputies nd Vallozzi observed 
Jackson running from detectives with a gun in his hand. eputie and Vallozzi 
ordered Jackson to stop, and drop the weapon. Jackson refused, and instead pointed his 


gun at them. Fearing for their lives, both deputies fired at Jackson, wounding him in the 
shoulder. 
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Accordingly, given the life threatening situation confronting Deputy- Deputy 
Vallozzi, we find that they both acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. We 
are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
